HOW TO REBIND AN OLD BOOK 


Often our favorite books become 
to worn from use that their covers 
come off and tl|e pages are scat 
,tercd. A little .mending and a new 
cover will save the usefulness of 
such a book. 
In the illustration 


you will see how to put a new stiff 
.cover on a book. 


The materials -you need are two 


„ leavy cardboards the size of the 
original book covers a strip of 
coarse cheesecloth, a heavy cover 
paper of any kind of cloth—linen, 
poplin or cretonne are good ones. 
Your glue must be thinned until it 
will Spread smoothly like-paint. 


Follow through the steps as they 


are pictured: 1. If sections of the 
book are torn apart sew them with 
a darning necdk at the back, 2. 
Cut two heavy cardboard covers. 
3, Glue the cardboards on strips of 
coarse cheesecloth. 4. Fit the back 
of the book-into place on the cheese- 
cloth covered side of -the boards, 
gluing carefully. S. Cut a cloth or 


heavy paper cover. At the center, 
where the book binges, tape should 
be turned in. Mitre ,the corners. 
6V Lap the -edges of the cover over 
the cardboardc, and glue. 7. Paste 
the first page of the book flat against 
the cover. Do the same at the back. 


Be sure that the cheesecloth is a 


couple of inches narrower than the 
covers, and the cloth or binding 
paper two inches wider all around, 
to allow an inch lap in each edge 
Cover the cheesecloth completely 
with glue so it will Adhere tightly. 
Fit it well into the hinges of the 
book. Stretch the cloth tightly over 
the boards and glue the laps inside. 
The first and las$ pages of your 
hook should be covered completely 
with glue and pressed smoothly 
against the boards. 


As soon as your new cover is on. 


press the book between heavy 
weights until it is dry. This pre- 
vents warping.'
